b. Claim 18, line 6, deleted "is a panel" and inserted —comprises a panel 
comprising stacked sheets—. 

c. Claim 18, line 9, after the phrase (reforming channels) inserted —between 
respective pairs of adjacent sheets, the reforming channels being—, after the 
word "reform" inserted —hydrocarbon and—. 

d. Claim 54, line 1 , after the number (18) inserted and deleted "each of 
the reformer and"; in line 2, after (the vaporizer) inserted —and the stacked 
sheets of the reformer each— ; before (thin sheets) inserted —integrally bonded- 
- ; after (thin sheets) deleted "integrally bonded"; last line, before (flow paths) 
inserted —respective—. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: It is well 
known in the closest prior art of record to have a stack of alternating sheets or plates of 
reforming and heating channels; however, the prior art does not teach the dimensions of 
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Art Unit: 1795 

the stack relative to the dimensions of the plates in combination with the dimension of 
the reforming channels relative to the dimension of the heating channels, as claimed. 
Hence, the stack of sheets having front and back faces where the heating channels 
extend between thereof; such that the length (L) and width (W) of each face is greater 
than the distance between the faces (T) and such that the length (L) of the heating 
channels is shorter than the length of the reforming channels (L); this combination is 
neither present nor obvious in the cited prior art of record.
